I'll  just  walk  around  the  hall  and  see 
what  happens. — Now  I  remember — the 
flight  of  stairs.  Good  heavens!  Look 
at  all  the  little  children.  Maybe  this 
isn't  the  lab  after  all.  Here  comes  an- 
other girl  down  stairs.  She  must  be 
a  fellow  wanderer.  Maybe  we  can  join 
forces  and  search  together. 

"Oh!  you're  not  a  Freshman?  You're 
a  Junior  majoring  in  psychology. 
Sorry.  Well,  could  you  tell  me  where 
the  biology  lab  is?  Upstairs?  Oh,  that's 
right.    Need  a  map  to  get  around  here. 

"That  G.A.  diagram  on  the  bulletin 
says  I  am  between  McCrimlisk  and 
McCann.  Who  are  McCrimlisk  and 
McCann?  Where  is  door  two?  Where 
is  row  ten?  Now  let's  see — that  would 
be  the  back  of  the  auditorium.  Left 
side — no  right  side — no,  I  guess  it's 
the  left  after  all — or  is  it  the  middle 
door?  Maybe  the  best  thing  to  do 
would  be  to  find  McCrimlisk  and  Mc- 
Cann, get  between  them  and  see  where 
they   go." 

Synonomous  with  the  word  "Fresh- 
man" were  such  words  as  "bewildered", 
"petrified",  and  just  plain  "lost".  We 
were  so  assured  as  high  school  seniors, 


so  wilted  as  college  Freshmen.  But  in 
time,  like  the  bundle  of  sticks  that 
were  tied  together  and  could  not  be 
broken,  we  came  together  through 
activities  in  common  and  thus  became 
strong.  To  assure  ourselves  of  a  good 
future  we  elected  Anita  Lopez  as  Class 
President,  who  in  turn  proved  to  be 
such  a  fine  choice,  she  has  served  in 
that  position  ever  since.  Rose  Tehan, 
who  has  since  left  us  to  enter  the  con- 
vent, was  our  Vice-President  that  year, 
and  it  was  Helen  Byrne  who  served  as 
Secretary;  Dot  White  as  Treasurer; 
and  Doris  Whelan  as  Councilor.  With 
our  class  so  organized,  we  started  oft 
on  a  four-year  flight,  stopping  each 
year  to  take  part  in  the  many  religious, 
scholarly,  and  social   activities. 

It  was  through  Investiture  that  we 
Freshmen  came  to  appreciate  fully  our 
status  as  college  women;  for  on  that 
Friday  morning,  we  received  our  caps 
which  had  been  blessed  by  Father 
Wiest. 

Before  we  knew  it  a  month  had 
passed,  and  we  were  "all  of  a  dither" 
getting  ready  for  our  first  formal 
school  dance.    At  the  time  most  of  us 
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considered  it  as  the  Fall  Dance,  about  which  we 
knew  little.  Since  then  we  have  come  to  learn  that 
the  annual  dance  is  given  for  the  benefit  of  the 
missions.  It  was  a  wonderful  affair  and  a  memor- 
able night. 

After  our  Christmas  vacation,  we  returned  to 
school  with  a  forced  renewal  of  interest  in  study, 
for  we  knew  only  too  well  that  exams  were  to 
follow  in  a  few  weeks.  And  although  we  shud- 
dered and  shook  when  anyone  mentioned  report 
cards,  we  survived  the  strain  and  began  the  new 
term  that  marked  our  first  Class  Day,  and  it  was 
Jeanne  Gorman  who  served  to  make  it  a  memor- 
able one.  We  started  our  day  with  Holy  Mass, 
followed  by  breakfast  at  the  College.  Attending 
Maxwell  Anderson's  "High  Tor",  climaxed  what 
the  girls  will  always  think  of  as  an  outstanding  day. 

The  term  passed  rapidly  for  us  that  spring  and 
before  we  realized  it,  Field  Day  came  and  the 
class  athletes  were  able  to  show  their  prowess  on 
the  held  of  sport.  Even  though  we  were  just 
Freshmen,  we  were  able  to  boast  of  two  members 
on  the  Varsity.  Both  Helen  Skeed  and  Anne 
Hyland  were  doing  their  parts  for  St.  Joseph's. 
Today  Anne  serves  as  the  President  of  the  Athletic 
Association  and  Helen  is  Manager  of  the  Varsity. 

Although  we  were  never  able  to  figure  it  out, 
we  accepted  the  fact  that  the  Seniors  had  exams 
.1  week  earlier  than  the  rest  of  the  school,  and  were 
thankful  that  we  had  a  week  more  to  study.  Ex- 
aminations over,  we  attended  our  first  commence- 
ment as  a  part  of  the  undergraduate  body  and 
hopefully  thought  of  the  day  we  would  receive 
our  diplomas. 
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At  this  time  we  changed  the  angle 
of  the  rassle  on  our  caps,  and  this 
signified  that  we  were  Sophomores  at 
last. 

Arms  overladen  with  last  year's 
books,  we  returned  to  school  hoping 
to  sell  them  and  make  enough  money 
to  buy  books  for  our  second  year.  Per- 
haps it  was  this  that  brought  about 
so  many  majors  in  Mathematics  for 
our  class.  At  any  rate,  Ruth  Drucker, 
Janice  Ahearn,  Jane  Keyes,  Martha 
McCann,  Florence  Mitchell,  Ann  Sulli- 
van and  Mary  Etzel  certainly  got  a 
good  start  here.  Now  that  we  were 
Sophomores,  we  were  able  to  manage 
our  routine  work  with  ease  and  pay 
more  attention  to  those  activities  we 
skipped  through  as  harrassed  Fresh- 
men. The  actual  management  of  the 
Undergraduate  Association  was  of  more 
interest  to  us  this  year  for  we  were 
allowed  to  nominate  girls  from  our 
own  class  for  the  position  of  U.  A. 
Treasurer.  As  Sophomores,  we  learned 
too  that  some  of  our  members  were 
dramatically  capable  of  rising  to  fame. 
We  cannot  forget  the  fine  perform- 
ances given  that  year  by  Marie  Bir- 
mingham, Florence  Herbert,  Mary 
Donovan  and  Florence  Von  Gerichton. 
While  we  were  Sophomores,  we  became 
better  acquainted  with  many  of  the 
phases  of  religious  activities  at  school, 


and  one  we  will  never  forget  is  "Eve- 
nings With  Christ." 

As  Freshmen,  some  of  us  attended 
our  first  Retreat,  and  as  Sophomores 
we  were  able  to  partake  of  another 
inspiring  service.  Our  second  year 
passed  quickly,  for  we  had  many 
courses  for  which  to  study,  and  soon 
the  term  came  to  an  end.  Again  we 
attended  Commencement  which  was 
held  on  the  newly  acquired  grounds 
across  the  street.  Again  we  moved 
cur  tassels  around  and  this  time  we 
announced    that    we    were   Juniors. 

Junior  Year — at  last  it  had  come. 
This  was  the  year  for  which  every- 
one had  waited,  and  we  will  never 
forget  the  excitement  that  accom- 
panied it.  Rings,  rings,  rings.  It  was 
Virginia  Mannebach,  our  Vice-presi- 
dent, and  her  committee  who  were 
plagued  with  questions  concerning  the 
rings.  For  weeks  we  looked  forward 
to  receiving  them,  and  when  they 
came  we  found  every  excuse  possible 
for  going  without   gleves. 

No  sooner  had  the  rings  been  on 
our  fingers  than  another  great  event 
came  along. — The  only  reason  we 
wanted  and  waited  for  our  exams  that 
year  was  that  they  were  to  be  cli- 
maxed by  the  Junior  Prom.  Our  very 
own  dance.  Jean  Thompson  fulfilled 
our  every  hope  for  a  successful  dance 


when  she  served  as  the  chairman.  And 
Tina  Carbonaro  mustered  up  all  her 
talent  and,  with  the  help  of  the  Com- 
mittee, transformed  the  Auditorium 
into  a   delightful   winter  scene. 

The  week  following  was  Junior 
week,  and  what  a  week! — As  chair- 
man of  activities,  Anastasia  Linardos 
saw  to  it  that  there  was  not  an  idle 
moment,  and  social  events  went  up 
100%.  We  well  remember  our  Class 
Day  which  we  celebrated  with  Mass 
in  the  morning  and  dinner  that  same 
evening  at  the  Hotel  Duane.  Then 
too,  that  week  we  saw  "The  Ameri- 
can Way,"  and  "What  a  Life."  It 
was  difficult  to  return  to  such  mun- 
dane considerations  as  school  work, 
but  it  was  inevitable,  and  soon  we 
were  back  to  normal. 

This  was  the  year  that  two  of  our 
members,  Mary  deMarrais  and  Wilma 
Hantusch  brought  forth  hidden  tal- 
ents  with   their   fife   and   drum   corps. 

Time  came  to  arrange  programs  for 
the  next  term  and  there  for  the  first 
time  we  saw  that  a  class  was  to  be 
held  in  typing  and  shorthand.  The 
realization  that  we  would  be  out  of 
college  in  a  year  came  as  a  shock  to 
most  of  us,  and  the  idea  of  going  to 
work  brought  us  to  sign  up  for  these 
courses. 

For  our  last  social  activity  as  Jun- 
iors, under  the  able  leadership  of  chair- 
man Helen  Rochford,  the  Junior  Class 
entertained  the  Senior  Class  with  a 
Luncheon  and  Fashion  Show.  It  was 
indeed  a  pleasant  close  for  a  busy  year. 

Although  it  hardly  seemed  possible, 
we  had  to  face  the  fact — sure  enough 
it  was  time  for  Commencement  again, 
and  we  moved  the  few  strings  left 
from  a  once  healthy  tassel,  into  Senior 
position.  Yes,  it  dangled  there  in  front 
of  our  left  eye  and  we  were  proud 
of  it. 


With  all  the  dignity  we  could  muster 
we  returned  to  our  Senior  Year  and 
with  all  possible  bluntness  we  were 
let  down  when  one  of  the  new  Fresh- 
men wanted  to  know  "Are  you  just 
starting,  too?" 

Such  an  indignity  did  not  last  for 
long,  however,  for  the  President  of 
the  U.  A.  was  our  own  Evelyn  Winter, 
who  was  properly  chosen  by  the  entire 
school  to  serve  in  that  position.  With 
her,  Gertrude  Gallagher  was  chosen 
Vice-president  and  hitherto  hidden 
problems  were  now   theirs. 

But  we  could  not  forget  that  we 
were  getting  out  of  school  shortly 
and  some  of  us  went  to  the  typing 
and  shorthand  classes.  Mary  Bartley, 
Kathleen  Mulligan,  Marie  Thorman 
and  Mary  McNulty,  Elizabeth  Con- 
Ion,  Anne  Murphy  and  Lillian  Mc- 
Closky  were  among  those  present.  At 
first  all  were  astounded  to  see  the  girls 
from  this  class  waving  their  arms 
about,  but  we  were  soon  to  learn  that 
they  were  only  learning  their  symbols 
and  practising  them  in  the  air. 

All  was  not  work  with  the  Seniors 
and  school  had  hardly  begun  when 
we  were  preparing  for  the  first  im- 
portant social  event  of  the  year,  the 
Fall  Dance  of  which  Dot  Hamilton 
was  the  Chairman.  Along  with  her 
ccmmittee,  and  with  scarecrows  grin- 
ning down  from  the  stage  on  a  bright, 
gay  crowd,  the  school  was  launched 
on  a  fine  wave  of  social  activity. 

November  9 — where  were  you  No- 
vember 9th?  Undoubtedly  you  were 
at  school  where  Marion  Noel  enter- 
tained your  parents,  for  that  was  the 
occasion  when  everyone  made  merry 
— Parents'  Day  at  the  College.  Kath- 
leen Farrell  was  Marion's  righthand 
man  that  day.  Her  other  helpers  were 
Helen  Rochford,  Grace  Sluiter,  Jane 
Keyes,     Elinor     Monaghan,     and     Dot 
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Carlin.  All  were  kept  busy  entertain- 
ing five  hundred  and  fifty  people,  as 
they  will  never  forget. 

They  began  as  murmurings,  but  be- 
fore long  they  turned  to  shouts  and 
we  were  all  to  learn  that  the  Glee 
Club  was  to  give  a  Varsity  Show. 
President  Florence  McGough  had 
thought  up  this  brain  child  a  long 
time  ago  and  now  she  was  to  see  it 
carried  out  under  the  fine  direction 
of  Chairman  Dot  Carlin.  Here  the 
Seniors  went  to  town.  The  quartet 
consisting  of  Mary  Radigan,  Betty 
McKeon  and  Grace  and  Ruth  Sluiter, 
won  much  applause  and  praise  as  did 
Irene  Eichhorn  who  "sang  it  sweet 
and  sang  it  hot."  And  who  can  give 
a  pantomime  better  than  Janet  Morris 
or  a  monologue  better  than  Florence 
Kervin  we  would  like  to  know?  Oh 
yes,  the  Seniors  were  well  represented 
in   this   splendid   production. 

By  the  time  December  came  around, 
the  entire  school  was  waiting  for  the 
annual  Christmas  Party  which  was 
under  the  direction  of  Chairman  Ade- 
laide Zeng.  With  the  Christmas  spirit 
in  the  air  and  with  such  fine  plan- 
ning, the  party  was  a  great  success. 
The  winter  issue  of  Loria  was  out 
and  we  were  all  delighted  to  find  a 
new,  larger  and  more  interesting 
magazine.  This  change  was  brought 
about  by  the  efforts  of  Editor-in- 
Chief  Eileen  Eichell,  Business  Manager 
Jean  Thompson  and  such  hard  work- 
ing staff  members  as  Elinor  Mona- 
ghan,  Marion  Noel,  Marie  Birming- 
ham, and  Agatha  Walsh  and  Anne 
Sullivan. 

No,  it  wasn't  "The  night  before 
Christmas"  but  rather  "the  night 
after  Christmas"  that  was  important 
to  us,  for  on  December  26th,  the 
Senior  Class  with  Irene  Eichhorn  as 
Chairman,  held  its  Senior  Ball.  Irene 
had   the   auditorium   transformed   to   a 


delightful    atmosphere   of   beauty    and 
elegance. 

Returning  to  school,  we  found  Eli- 
nor Monaghan  busily  working  on 
material  for  Footprints;  Marion  Noel 
chasing  Seniors  to  the  studio  for  pic- 
tures; Betty  Morgan  making  prepara- 
tions for  the  Senior-Junior  Theatre 
Party,  and  the  Religion  Committee 
planning  the  annual  Retreat.  Amidst 
all  this  activity,  students  were  tuck- 
ing books  under  their  arms  and  seek- 
ing quiet  corners  for  exams  were  here 
again. 

Although  we  hesitated  to  mention 
it,  or  to  think  about  it,  the  year  was 
drawing  to  a  close.  It  hardly  seemed 
possible  that  so  many  things  had  been 
done  in  such  a  short  time  but  the 
proof  was  there  before  us.  Yes,  Mary 
Brady  was  President  of  the  Interna- 
tional Relations  Club;  Maud  Whit- 
bread,  Chairman  of  the  Examination 
Committee;  Ursula  Gerty,  President 
of  Social  Service;  Frances  Caetta, 
President  of  the  French  Club  and  of 
Mercier;  Marcclla  Canale,  President  of 
the  Swimming  Club;  Tina  Carbonaro, 
President  of  the  Art  Club  and  standby 
of  all  the  distraught  Chairman  who 
needed  posters  for  their  events.  And 
at  this  same  time  Fran  Partridge  was 
singing  her  way  to  fame.

DIARY   OF  THOMAS  CLISTHENES  DE  WET,  JR.

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THEN-  1920 


On  a  crisp  Autumn  day  in  October 
1916,  a  group  of  twelve  girls  attended 
the  first  Mass  of  the  Holy  Ghost  in 
St.  Joseph's  College.  Properly  speak- 
ing there  was  as  yet  no  St.  Joseph's — 
only  a  small  grey  building  standing 
empty  and  waiting.  Actually  it  was 
that  little  group  of  girls,  the  pioneer 
class  of  1920,  that  was  St.  Joseph's. 
Called  the  "twelve  apostles"  because 
of  the  great  work  they  were  about  to 
undertake,  they  became  the  first  class 
of  St.  Joseph's  College  for  Women.  On 
their  shoulders  rested  the  future  of 
this  new  venture  in  higher  education 
lor  Catholic  women  in  Brooklyn.  The 
buildings  had  been  provided  for  them 
and  the  courses  supplied,  it  remained 
for  the  class  of  '20  to  determine 
whether  St.  Joseph's  would  rise  or  fall. 
The  fact  that,  twenty  years  after,  the 
original  twelve  have  increased  to  over 
four  hundred  and  that  the  college  has 


expanded  its  boundries  to  twice  its 
former  size  and  is  now  known  all  over 
the  country  is  the  final  proof  of  their 
success. 

But  the  class  of  1920  did  not  brood 
unduly  over  its  great  responsibility. 
They  took  it  all  in  their  stride  and 
proceeded  to  enjoy  their  four  years  at 
St.  Joseph's  thoroughly.  Meet  any 
member  of  that  class  today  and  their 
uniform  response  to  the  question  of 
what  life  was  like  then  in  "St.  Joe's" 
is  always,  "It  was  such  fun!"  They 
gave  parties  on  every  possible  occa- 
sion, rode  out  on  the  Island,  "en 
masse",  to  collect  leaves  for  a  Hal- 
lowe'en dance,  feted  the  faculty  at  a 
formal  banquet  and  caricatured  them 
in  their  year  book,  ran  cake  sales  to 
buy  Liberty  Bonds  and  adopted  two 
French  war  orphans.  They  made  the 
rooms  in  "245"  ring  with  their  laugh- 
ter and  we  shall  never  again  enter  those 
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rooms  without  seeing  there  the  "Class 
of  '2  0"  in  their  high  laced  shoes,  their 
straight  ankle-length  skirts  and  their 
long  hair  arranged  in  puffs  over  their 
ears. 

Naturally,  college  life  was  not  all 
pleasure  and  no  work.  They,  too, 
dreaded  finals  and  crammed  for  'quiz- 
zes' at  the  last  minute;  they  com- 
plained about  five  o'clock  classes  and 
got  up  a  mock  petition  for  an  extra 
hour  in  exams.  And  life  became  a 
trifle  somber  to  them  in  April  1917, 
when  war  was  declared  and  they  saw 
their  relatives  and  friends  leaving 
them. 

As  a  pioneer  class,  theirs  was  the 
unique  privilege  of  establishing  all  col- 
lege precedents.  It  is  strange  to  imagine 
a  time  when  all  our  familiar  tradition 
never  existed.  Yet  it  was  this  class 
who  had  to  organize  the  Undergradu- 
ate Association,  the  Cercle  Moliere, 
the  Glee  Club,  the  Dramatic  Club  and 
Class  Days.  And  when  they  gradu- 
ated, the  Class  of  '20  published  the 
first  volume  of  Footprints.  The 
torm  may  have  changed  somewhat 
through  the  years,  but  the  name  of  the 
year  book  and  the  spirit  behind  it  have 
remained    the    same.      This,    the    2  0th 


volume  of  Footprints,  is  dedicated 
to  that  class  who  published  the  first 
volume  and  whose  spirit  of  pioneering 
and  adventure  is  the  spirit  of  St. 
Joseph's   College   for  Women. 

NOW  -  1940 

"They  conic  /bey  go,  the  treasured houi  s 
Whispering  to  us  hopes  sublime 

And  we  lore  their  lingering  traces, 
Our'Foot prints' on  the  sands  of  time." 

Such  was  the  introductory  poem 
that  graced  the  first  page  of  the  first 
vclume  of  St.  Joseph's  College  Year 
Book.  Looking  back  twenty  years,  we 
can  continue  to  say  we  love  their  lin- 
gering traces. 

The  beginnings  of  everything  are 
breath  taking,  fraught  with  suspense, 
filled  with  hope  and  made  courageous 
by  uncertainly.  So  it  was  with  this 
first  class  of  St.  Joseph's.  Many  of 
our  footprints  had  to  be  retraced.  Some 
were  taken  in  the  wrong  directicn. 
A  few  had  to  be  obliterated.  Others 
were  timorous.  But  under  the  sure 
and  kind  guidance  of  an  excellent 
faculty,   of   whom   the   present   Bishop 
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of    Brooklyn    was    the    head,    most   of 
them   were   brave   and   deep   and    true. 

To  the  Class  of  1920  as  Commence- 
ment Day  approached,  the  awe  inspir- 
ing words  meant  an  entering  into  a 
richer,  fuller  life,  which  in  some  fu- 
ture chronicle  of  the  College  might 
find  an  echo  worthy  of  Alma  Mater's 
teaching. 

You,  the  Class  of  1940,  have  made 
our  efforts,  our  struggles,  our  defeats 
and  our  achievements  worthy  of  that 
hope  by  dedicating  this  twentieth  an- 
niversary volume  to  that  small  group 
that  comprised  the  Class  of   1920. 

The  members  of  the  Class  of  192  0 
i  re  found  to  be  actively  engaged  in 
the  various  walks  of  life.  One  of  us 
has  entered  the  religious  life  in  the 
community  of  the  Helpers  of  the  Holy 
Souls.  Another  is  a  practising  physi- 
cian in  Jamaica.  We  are  represented 
by  teachers  in  the  parochial  schools 
of  the  diocese  and  in  both  the  primary 
jnd  secondary  schools  of  the  City  of 
New  York.  Since  her  graduation  one 
of  the  class  has  been  identified  with 
the  Motion  Picture  Bureau  of  the  Inter- 
national Federation  of  Catholic  Alum- 


nae. Two  of  our  group  are  members 
of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Catholic 
Charities  in  Queens.  Seven  have  mar- 
ried. Eleven  children,  ranging  in  ages 
from  six  to  sixteen,  constitute  the 
younger  generation.  One  member  of 
the  class  has  attained  the  final  com- 
mencement and  awaits  our  reunion 
with  her  in  heaven. 

To  the  classes  that  have  come  after 
us  we  are  deeply  grateful.  You  have 
made  this  college  we  so  humbly  started 
i  thing  of  beauty,  a  place  of  light,  an 
embodiment  of  all  that  is  good  and 
strong  and  true.  Best  of  all  you  have 
kept  the  spirit  of  St.  Joseph's  so 
bright  and  shining  that  this  our  re- 
quest made  in  1920  has  been  most 
amply   fulfilled: —
